&- conjunctly and ſeverallysſpecially, conſtitute,Greeting Foraſmuch, as 

vice of the Lords of Our Privy Council,did by Our Proclamation of 

the Date the Twenty ſeventh day of Auguſt laſt, One thouſand fix hundred 
and ninety one Years, 4djourn the current Parliament of this Our ancient King= 
dom of Scotland, from the Sixteenth Day of Seprember laſt, to the fourteenth Day 
_ of Fanuary inſtant, One thouſand ſix hundred and ninety two years ; And now in 
regard that Our Afﬀairs do not require the Meeting of Our ſaid Parliav-ent, fo 
ſoon as the ſaid fourteenth day of Fanyary inſtant,” and that the Members of par- 
liament may not be put to the Trouble and Charge of Meeting upon the ſaid day- 
We theretore with Advice of Our faids Zords of privy Council . hereby 
Adjourn Our ſaid current Parliament, until the fifteenth day of April next to 
come, in this inſtant year of God , One thouſand fix hundred and ninety two ; 
Hereby requiring all the Members of our Parliament, to give their attencarce 
at Edinburgh on that day, in the accuſtomed manner, and under the Certifica- 
tions contained in the ſeveral as of Parliament, OUR WILL 1S Heretore, 
and We Charge you ſtrialy and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters 
ſeen, you paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinbergh, and remanent Metrcat-Crofſes 
of the Head-Burghs of this Our Ancient Kingdom, and there in Our Name and 


Authority, by open Proclamation make Intimation of the ſaid 4djournment of cur 
Parliament of this Kingdom from the ſaid fourteenth day of 


Fannary inſtant, to 
the ſaid fifteenth day of April next thereafter 5 And Ordains theſe preſents to be 
Printed and Publiſhed.
